Venezuela in 
mourning after 
refinery blast 


PUNTO FIJO, Venezuela 
(AFP) - Venezuela was in 
mourning Sunday after a 
massive explosion tore 
through the country's largest 
refinery, killing at least 39 
people and injuring more 
than 80 others. 

President Hugo Chavez 
declared three days of na¬ 
tional mourning Saturday, 
saying the tragedy affected 
"the great Venezuelan family, 
civilian and military." 

Among the dead were 18 
members of the National 
Guard — who were protecting 
the state-owned refining fa¬ 
cility in the northwestern 
town of Amuay — and 15 
civilians. Vice President Elias 
Jaua said. The bodies of an¬ 
other six victims had yet to be 
identified. 

Falcon state Governor 
Stella Lugo had earlier told 
official television that a 10- 
year-old child was among the 
victims. 

Another 82 people were 
injured. Health Minister Eu¬ 
genia Sader said. 


Fifteen of the injured re¬ 
main in hospital, according to 
Jaua. 

Chavez expressed his 
sympathy to the families of 
the dead, urging calm be¬ 
cause "fortunately, the great¬ 
est danger has been 
controlled." 

Ordering a "thorough in¬ 
vestigation," he vowed to 
help the people who have 
been displaced from their 
homes at the refinery com¬ 
plex, which also houses 
workers and their relatives, 
and in impoverished neigh¬ 
borhoods nearby. 

Energy Minister Rafael 
Ramirez said the explosion 
was triggered by a gas leak at 
the refinery, which is owned 
by state oil firm Petroleos de 
Venezuela (PDVSA), the 
cause of which remained to 
be determined. 

"The gas cloud exploded, 
igniting at least two storage 
tanks and other facilities at 
the refinery," he told VTV 
television.

Uncertainty reigns over 
extended study fines 


A cloud of uncertainty con¬ 
tinues to hover over the issue 
of the extended study fine in 
Holland. It is still not clear if 
the measure will be intro¬ 
duced by the actual govern¬ 
ment, that is, to levy a fine on 
students who take longer than 
the allotted study period to 
complete their study pro¬ 
gram. The situation remains 
very tense, and is expected to 
persist until perhaps Tuesday. 

On Friday the permanent 
commission of the Dutch 
Second House of Chamber 
met with the state secretary 
of education, Halbe Zijlstra, 
concerning the issue of the 
extended study fines. 

This matter, obviously, 
has much relevance to Aruba 
because of the large number 
of Aruban students to whom 
this levy will apply. 

Regrettably, they were un¬ 
able to reach a satisfactory 
agreement in Friday's meet¬ 
ing, according to Samuel 
Dumfries, head of the depart¬ 
ment of education at the 
Aruba House. 

Reportedly, a majority of 
the party members are not in 
favor of the measure, never¬ 
theless the parties were un¬ 
able to devise another 
measure for the financing of 
the deficit in the event this 
measurement is rejected. 

The discussions will con¬ 


tinue this week and we hope 
that the parties will have ar¬ 
rived at a decision. Although, 
it appears that the chance for 
a favorable decision on the 
issue is very unlikely. 

Students who have ex¬ 
tended their studies for one 
year will be levied 3.000 
Euros on their tuition. This 
measure will affect at least 
70.000 students, among 
these, several hundred 
Aruban students. It is very 
likely that both among stu¬ 
dent unions and educational 
institutions there will be 
dropouts on account of this 
measure. 

Aruba is hoping that they 
will abandon this proposed 
measure, if not; it is intended 
to be enacted as of September 
first. 

For this reason, the discus¬ 
sion must continue before 
said date. 

Aruba will continue to 
monitor this situation and 
will keep our students up to 
date. Students are advised to 
visit the website of the Dienst 
Uitvoering Onderwijs (DUO) 
frequently. According to 
Dumfries, it will be on that 
website that students will 
find out if they will be levied 
the fine or not. The deciding 
meeting in the Second House 
of Chamber will probably be 
on Tuesday.

Recent Standard & Poor's ratings 
for Aruba based on negotiations 
concerning reopening of Valero 


Standard & Poor’s recently 
issued a bulletin announcing 
their continued evaluation of 
Aruba in regards to three fi¬ 
nancial ratings. The sover¬ 
eign credit rating has been 
upgraded from “A- negative 
/A-2” to “A- positive /A-2.” 
However, the long term fi¬ 
nancial outlook of “stable” 
had been declared “nega¬ 
tive,” because of the Valero 
refinery standing idle since 
March, 2012. They also indi¬ 
cate that a reopening of the 
refinery operations may in¬ 
fluence this rating positively, 
once that takes place. “In our 
view, a prolonged delay in re¬ 
opening the operations of the 
refinery could weaken 
Aruba's external and fiscal 
profiles,” states the report. 
The transfer and convertibil¬ 
ity assessment is unchanged 
at 'A-‘ 

At the time the suspension 
of the refinery operations was 
announced, S & P made the 
decision not to wait an entire 
year to do a re-evaluation, but 
to continue to monitor the sit¬ 
uation as closely as possible. 
This was in an effort to deter¬ 
mine what effect it would 
have on the Aruban economy. 

The S&P report made ref¬ 
erence to investments in pub¬ 
lic projects, much 
construction activity, eco¬ 
nomic activity and a signifi¬ 
cant growth in tourism 
activity as contributing to the 
island maintaining its stand¬ 
ing. The S&P report 
states:... ”A prompt reopening 
of the oil refinery would 
boost exports and GDP 
growth prospects as well as 
sustain fiscal revenues, giv¬ 
ing greater scope for the gov¬ 
ernment to reach its 
medium-term fiscal and debt 


targets.” 

The report also noted “The 
suspension of operations at 
the refinery has persisted 
longer than we had expected, 
raising the risk of larger cur¬ 
rent account and budgetary 
deficits and higher external 
and government debt burdens 
in the coming two years. Ris¬ 
ing receipts from tourism, 
plus the stimulus to economic 
activity provided by the gov¬ 
ernment's public investment 
program, have largely con¬ 
tained the economic impact 
of the refinery's suspension 
so far this year.” 

Nations and oil companies 
worldwide are facing chal¬ 
lenges with a number of re¬ 
fineries shutting down. Aruba 
Minister of Finance, Com¬ 
munication, Utilities and En¬ 
ergy, Mike de Meza, claims 
there was interest in purchas¬ 
ing the facility from a num¬ 
ber of companies the moment 
it was placed on the market. 
After research and delibera¬ 
tions, Aruba and Valero agree 
PetroChina as the most viable 
option. 

During a press conference 
on Friday afternoon. Minister 
de Meza and Prime Minister 
Mike Eman reminded the 
public that such an acquisi¬ 
tion is a long process, and 
must run its course. They 
maintain hope of soon re¬ 
opening of the refinery. 

Regarding the continued 
stoppage of refinery opera¬ 
tions, S&P stated “prolonged 
suspension of its activities 
raises the possibility that the 
central government could fail 
to meet its target of narrow¬ 
ing its fiscal deficit toward 
3% of GDP in 2014, from an 
estimated 6.8% of GDP in 
2012. Exports would also be 


hurt. The economy is likely 
to contract mildly this year 
even if the refinery reopens in 
October, according to official 
calculations.” 

“The negative outlook re¬ 
flects the possibility that we 
could lower our ratings on 
Aruba if delays in reopening 
the refinery result in higher- 
than-expected external and 
fiscal deficits and weaker 
GDP performance, as well as 
higher external and govern¬ 
ment debt burdens. A poten¬ 
tial closure of the refinery 
would result in a larger eco¬ 
nomic contraction this year 
and sluggish growth in 2013, 
also leading to a downgrade. 
A prompt reopening of the oil 
refinery would boost exports 
and GDP growth prospects as 
well as sustain fiscal rev¬ 
enues, giving greater scope 
for the government to reach 
its medium-term fiscal and 
debt targets, including stabi¬ 
lizing gross central govern¬ 
ment debt at about 50% of 
GDP. (Standard &Poor's ex¬ 
cludes central government 
debt held by public-sector 
pension and social welfare 
plans in calculating the debt 
level.) We would likely revise 
the outlook to stable under 
such a scenario, provided that 
the government is able to ad¬ 
here to its medium-term fis¬ 
cal trajectory.”

Haiti death toii from storm isaac rises to seven 

Storm lashes Florida, delaying 
Republican convention 


TAMPA, Florida (AFP) - 
Tropical Storm Isaac lashed 
southern Florida Sunday and 
was expeeted to beeome a 
hurrieane, foreing a one-day 
delay of the US Republiean 
eonvention, after killing 
seven people in Haiti. 

With winds reaching 50 
miles (85 kilometers) per 
hour, the storm brought 
heavy rain and choppy seas 
to the Florida Keys after bat¬ 
tering Haiti and sweeping 
aeross Cuba late Saturday, 
the US National Hurrieane 
Center said. 

A hurrieane warning was 
in effeet for the Florida Keys 
and parts of the state's south¬ 
west coast, and the Republi¬ 
can Party announced that 
severe weather warnings had 
postponed the start of its 
four-day gathering in Tampa. 

The gathering is now set 
to nominally open today and 
then immediately adjourn to 
reeonvene on Tuesday, when 
the weather is expeeted to 
elear up. 


Early Sunday, the eye of 
the storm was around 80 
miles southeast of Key West, 
Florida, and it was moving 
northwest at 18 miles per 
hour, with foreeasts suggest¬ 
ing it would strengthen over 
the next 48 hours, the NHC 
said. 

In its 2:00 pm (1800 
GMT) advisory, the Miami- 
based NHC said "hurrieane" 
conditions" were possible in 
the Keys and southern 
Florida. 

It predieted Isaae would 
beeome a hurrieane as it 
moves baek into the Gulf on 
a path that would have it 
make landfall Wednesday on 
the southern US coast. 

Tens of thousands of Re- 
publieans will be in Tampa 
for speeches, parties and the 
formal nomination of former 
Massaehusetts governor Mitt 
Romney as the eandidate to 
take on President Baraek 
Obama in the November 6 
eleetion. 

Offieials said they did not 


fear a direct hit on the eity but 
had aeted out of eoneem that 
high winds, rain and possible 
eoastal flooding eould make 
travel dangerous, partieularly 
for large buses paeked with 
delegates. 

Isaae was near hurrieane 
strength early Saturday when 
the eye of the storm passed 
over Haiti, where hundreds of 
thousands of people are still 
living in squalid, makeshift 
eamps following a eata- 
strophie 2010 earthquake. 

An eight-year-old Haitian 
girl died when a wall eol- 
lapsed at her home and a 51- 
year-old woman died when 
her roof eollapsed, aecording 
to officials, who later said 
five other people had also 
died in the storm. 

More than 5,000 families 
had been evaeuated to tempo¬ 
rary shelters ahead of Isaae as 
aid groups provided elean 
water and hygiene kits to try 
to limit the risk of eontami- 
nated water and the spread of 
disease.

Libya's under-fire minister quits 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Interior Min¬ 
ister Fawzi Abdelali resigned 
on Sunday after eoming under 
fire for the performanee of se- 
eurity forees during a surge of 
violenee that has roeked Libya, 
an offieial from his offiee told 
AFP 

Libyan seeurity serviees 
have eome in for eensure fol¬ 
lowing double ear bombings 
that killed two people on the 
day Muslims eelebrated the 
feast of Bid al-Fitr a week ago 
in Tripoli and attaeks on several 
Muslim shrines in the past few 
days. 

The eritieism has been led by 
the newly eleeted General Na¬ 


tional Congress, whieh on Sun¬ 
day aeeused the interior min¬ 
istry’s High Seeurity 
Committee of being lax or even 
implieated in the destruetion of 
shrines, ineluding those of the 
Sufi seet. 

Islamist hardliners on Satur¬ 
day bulldozed part of the mau¬ 
soleum of Al-Shaab 
Al-Dahman, elose to the eentre 
of the Libyan eapital. 

The demolition eame a day 
after hardliners blew up the 
mausoleum of Sheikh Ab- 
dessalem al-Asmar in Zliten, 
160 kilometres (100 miles) east 
of the eapital. 

Aeeording to witnesses an¬ 


other mausoleum, that of 
Sheikh Ahmed al-Zarruq, had 
been destroyed in the port of 
Misrata, 200 kilometres (125 
miles) east of Tripoli. 

Hardline Sunni Islamists are 
implaeably opposed to the ven¬ 
eration of tombs of revered 
Muslim figures, saying that 
sueh devotion should be re¬ 
served for God alone. 

The Sufi seet, whieh prae- 
tises a mystieal form of Islam 
and has played a historie role in 
the affairs of Libya, has in- 
ereasingly found itself in eon- 
fliet with Qatari- and 
Saudi-trained Salafist preaeh- 
ers who eonsider it heretieal. 

Prime Minister Abdelrahim 
al-Kib, meanwhile, defended 
the work of his government. 

Kib also ealled on the eon- 
gress to ’’quiekly adopt laws 
eriminalising the earrying of 
weapons and attaeking histori- 
eal and religious monuments.” 

Dozens of protesters re¬ 
sponded to ealls on Internet so- 
eial networks and took to the 
streets of the eapital on Sunday 
to denounee the destruetion of 
the mausoleums.

Top Haqqani militant 
killed: Afghan spy 
agency 


KABUL (AFP) - Afghanistan’s 
spy ageney said Sunday that 
the operational eommander of 
the Al-Qaeda-linked Haqqani 
network responsible for spee- 
taeular attaeks on Kabul had 
been killed in a US drone strike 
in Pakistan. 

The death of Badruddin, the 
son of Haqqani network 
founder Jalaluddin Haqqani, 
has been rumoured for days but 
has been denied by the Taliban, 
to whieh the network is allied. 

US drones killed at least 18 
people last week when they 
struck several targets in Pak¬ 
istan’s restive North Waziristan 
tribal region near the Afghan 
border, Pakistani security offi¬ 
cials said. 

But confirmation of whether 


Badruddin Haqqani died in the 
strikes has been difficult to ob¬ 
tain from the remote and 
mountainous area. 

If Badruddin’s death is con¬ 
firmed it will be a serious blow 
to the organisation, seen by the 
United States as a major threat 
in the Afghan war, although his 
brother Sirajuddin Haqqani re¬ 
mains a key leader of the 
group. 

The Haqqani network is a 
faction of the Afghan Taliban 
whose leaders are based in 
neighbouring Pakistan has 
been blamed for a series of 
well-coordinated commando- 
style raids on the Afghan capi¬ 
tal targeting foreign embassies, 
NATO bases and government 
buildings. 


Grizzly bear kills hiker 
in Alaska national 
park 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
lone backpacker was mauled 
to death by a grizzly bear in a 
US national park in Alaska 
after taking pictures of it from 
close range, the National Parks 
Service and reports said. 

The victim from San 
Diego, California, was photo¬ 
graphing the animal from less 
than 50 yards away — contrary 
to guidelines advising staying 
away from bears — in Denali 
National Park on Friday when 
he was attacked. 

’’Three day-hikers first dis¬ 
covered an abandoned back¬ 
pack ... Upon further 
investigation, they saw evi¬ 
dence of a violent struggle, in¬ 
cluding torn clothing and 
blood,” said the parks service 
about the attack, the first in the 
Alaska preserve. 

’’Initial evidence indicates 
that the attack occurred proxi¬ 
mate to the (Toklat River), al¬ 
though the bear subsequently 


dragged the remains to a more 
secluded, brushy cache site,” 
said the statement. 

The bear was shot and 
killed, according to the Alaska 
Dispatch, which cited Denali 
National Park Superintendent 
Paul Anderson as saying the 
victim had been too close to 
the bear. 

The hiker apparently ’’came 
upon a bear at the edge of the 
river. Rather than try to move 
around the bear and keep a 
quarter-mile distance, he ap¬ 
proached within 50 yards,” 
Anderson said. 

He added that the hiker’s 
digital camera, recovered at 
the scene, indicated that he 
spent about eight minutes pho¬ 
tographing the bear. 

”It was grazing, not aggres¬ 
sive in any manner,” he said, 
adding that there were no im¬ 
ages of a charging bear, but the 
pictures showed the hiker got 
close to the bear.

Venezuela in mourning 
after refinery blast 
kills 39

PUNTO FIJO, Venezuela 
(AFP) - Ramirez, who is also 
president of PD VS A, said the 
refinery was shut down but 
operations would resume in 
two days. 

The blast damaged 209 
homes and 11 shops, while 
13 families saw their homes 
completely destroyed and 
were temporarily moved to a 
naval base, according to pre¬ 
liminary figures. 

Firefighters were able to 
bring the fire under control, 
though smoke was still bil¬ 
lowing from the facility. 

Jorge, a local police offi¬ 
cer who lives just outside the 
refinery, said the scene after 
the blast was like an inferno. 

"First, there was a shock 
as if the house was hit by a 
truck," said the officer, who 
declined to reveal his last 
name. "When the shock wave 
passed, then came the flames, 
which were all around." 

While officials said there 
was no risk of another blast, 
Jaua noted that response units 
would "continue fighting the 
flames all night." 

Before the blast, the 
Amuay refinery, one of the 
biggest in the world, was able 
to process about 645,000 bar¬ 
rels of crude oil a day. 

Venezuelan media has 
often reported on complaints 


about safety and maintenance 
standards at the country's re¬ 
fineries, which authorities 
have rarely confirmed. 

The Latin American na¬ 
tion produces about three 
million barrels of oil per day, 
according to state figures, 
while the Organization of the 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries puts the number at 2.3 
million barrels per day. 

OPEC certified in 2011 that 
Venezuela has the largest oil 
reserves in the world at 296.5 
billion barrels, surpassing 
Saudi Arabia, the country with 
the biggest refining capacity. 

In March, Venezuelan au¬ 
thorities reported even higher 
reserves, of 297,570 billion. 

Venezuelans are gearing 
up for October 7 elections, in 
which Chavez — Latin Amer¬ 
ica's most influential and out¬ 
spoken leftist leader for more 
than a decade — is seeking a 
third term. 

Opposition candidate 
Henrique Capriles, the youth¬ 
ful former governor of Mi¬ 
randa state, has trailed 
Chavez in recent polls by 
some 15 percentage points. 

If Chavez, who has de¬ 
clared himself "free" of can¬ 
cer a year after his diagnosis, 
wins and serves out his full 
term, he could rack up 20 
years in office.

Assad slams anti-Syria 'conspiracy' after 
massacre claims 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syrian 
President Bashar al-Assad 
said on Sunday the foreign 
"conspiracy" against his 
country would be defeated, as 
his forces were accused of a 
bloody rampage in a town 
near Damascus that left hun¬ 
dreds dead. 

"The Syrian people will 
not allow this conspiracy to 
achieve its objectives" and 
will defeat it "at any price," 
Assad said during a meeting 
in Damascus with a top offi¬ 
cial from Iran, Syria's chief 
regional ally. 

The Syrian leader has since 
March last year been trying 
through force to smother a 
popular uprising that has 
turned into a brutal civil war 
which has left thousands dead, 
seen more than 200,000 
refugees fleeing to neighbour¬ 
ing countries and 2.5 million 
in need inside Syria. 

The Syrian Observatory 
for Human Rights said at 


least 320 people were killed 
in a five-day onslaught on 
Daraya, a satellite town 
southwest of the capital, by 
troops battling to crush insur¬ 
gents. 

Grisly videos issued by 
opposition militants showed 
dozens of charred and blood¬ 
ied bodies lined up in broad 
daylight in a graveyard, and 
others lying wall-to-wall in 
rooms in a mosque in Daraya. 

The Local Coordination 
Committees, a network of ac¬ 
tivists on the ground, de¬ 
scribed it as a "massacre" by 
Assad's regime and said 
many victims had been sum¬ 
marily executed and their 
bodies burnt. 

"The shabiha (pro-regime) 
militias... have been trans¬ 
formed into a killing machine 
that threatens the Syrian peo¬ 
ple and our future," it said. 

Human rights groups have 
accused the regime of com¬ 
mitting many atrocities in its 


attempts to crush the upris¬ 
ing, and a UN panel said ear¬ 
lier this month it was guilty 
of crimes against humanity. 

"Bodies were found in 
fields, basements and shelters 
and in the streets," Observa¬ 
tory director Rami Abdel 
Rahman told AFP. 

He said 200 bodies had 
been identified so far, includ¬ 
ing 15 women and 14 chil¬ 
dren, and that many of the 
victims had died in shelling 
or were summarily executed. 

In the first reaction by a 
world power, Britain said that 
if confirmed, the Daraya 
massacre "would be an atroc¬ 
ity on a new scale." 

Activists issued graphic 
videos of the scenes in 
Daraya, one showing dozens 
of bodies in dimly lit rooms, 
with a commentary referring 
to "an odious massacre com¬ 
mitted by the gangs of the 
Assad regime in the Abu 
Sleiman Addarani Mosque." 


TAMPA, Florida (AFP) - The 
US Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic conventions have tradi¬ 
tionally targeted television 
viewers above all — but this 
year's will see an unprece¬ 
dented effort to reach voters 
via social media. 

In the last presidential 
election four years ago. Face- 
book, Twitter and other plat¬

It was arguably not until 
the US mid-term elections in 
2010 that social media, in¬ 
cluding YouTube and Flickr, 
really took off as key tools in 
the politicians' communica¬ 
tions armory. 

The Republican National 
Convention, which opened in 
Tampa, Florida today, and the 
Democratic gathering in 


Charlotte, North Caroline 
next month, confirm the 
trend, with huge teams of 
staffers dedicated to reaching 
voters online. 

"Wherever you live, what¬ 
ever device you use, we want 
you to engage as an active 
participant in this conven¬ 
tion," the convention's chief 
executive William Harris said 
last week. 

"This convention is about 
every American's future, and 
everyone has a stake in it so 
we created a 'Convention 
without Walls' to make this 
the most open and accessible 
event in history." 

In addition to the in¬ 
evitable Twitter and Face- 
book pages, both parties have 
set up stall on YouTube, 
photo sharing sites Flickr and 
Pinterest, and the Google + 
and Foursquare networks, as 
well as an array of smart¬ 
phone applications.

Aleppo hospital staff brave shells 
to treat wounded 



HEALTH TIP 

West Nile virus 
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On the first floor of the Dar al- 
Shifa hospital in Aleppo, a 
boom sounds as a roeket fired 
from a helieopter hits a nearby 
building, and the staff begin 
preparing for another influx of 
patients. 

They barely flineh at the 
sound of the attaek, whieh hits 
a fifth-floor apartment some 
150 metres (yards) from the 
faeility. The hospital itself has 
been shelled four times, fore- 
ing the evaeuation of all but 
two of its floors. 

"My God, it’s like this 
every day," a nurse sighs as 
she rushes towards the hospi¬ 
tal’s front door to meet a ear 
earrying wounded ehildren, 
even as the helieopter eontin- 
ues to eirele overhead, firing 
eannon rounds. 

Two ehildren are rushed in, 
a boy and a girl, blood stream¬ 
ing from their heads. Dust 
eakes their faees, arms and 
elothes. 


Eight-year-old Mahmud 
struggles to get his words out 
as he sits on a streteher, doe- 
tors rubbing iodine on his head 
as his ehest heaves beneath his 
Bareelona football elub shirt. 

"We were sitting on the 
floor of the kitehen, me and 
my sister Sana, and a roeket 
eame and hit the house. We 
didn’t see the eeiling eollaps- 
ing on top of us," he says. 

"My mum and dad are still 
there," Sana eries next to him, 
her bare feet hanging over the 
edge of the bed, blood mixed 
with bits of eonerete in her red¬ 
dish hair. "Where is my mum? 
Is she okay?" she weeps, as 
staff try to ealm her down. 

Both ehildren have fairly 
minor injuries and are soon re¬ 
united with their parents. Their 
father rushes in first, followed 
by their grandfather, wild with 
panie, tears marking elean 
trails through the dust on his 
faee. 


Soon afterwards, their 
mother Fayha is pulled from 
the rubble and brought to the 
hospital. After the staff stiteh 
up a wound to her head and 
wrap her in a blanket, she is 
brought for a family reunion. 

In a small room nearby on 
the first floor, 25-year-old Mo¬ 
hammed, a general praeti- 
tioner, is stitehing up a wound 
on the arm of a fighter who 
was wounded by a grenade in 
the Saif al-Dawla neighbour¬ 
hood, where fieree battles are 
raging between rebel forees 
and government troops. 

"I’ve been here a month. I 
work four days at a time, full¬ 
time, treating everything that 
eomes in," Mohammed says, 
asking an assistant to adjust a 
lamp so he ean better see his 
stitehing work. "It’s hard, of 
eourse, but I look at it as a 
duty, a humanitarian require¬ 
ment." 

The faeility is barely a hos¬ 
pital now, able to handle only 
the simplest tasks — stitehes, 
blood transfusions. X-rays. 
The staff try to stabilise those 
in need of anything more so 
they ean be transferred aeross 
the border to Turkey. 

Most of the upper floors are 
unusable, with many rooms 
trashed by ineoming shells, 
and the risk of repeated attaek 
has prompted staff to eonfme 
their work to the two lowest 
floors and the basement. 

Abu Mohammed, the hospi¬ 
tal pharmaeist, maintains his 
eool. After a month working in 
the faeility, he has learned to 
keep his emotions in eheek. 

"Every day we are being 
shelled, and most of the people 
we see here are eivilians, 
women and ehildren. The sound 
of shelling, and the sound of 
sereaming, have beeome some¬ 
thing normal for us."

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Tributes pour in for 'man on the moon' Armstrong

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Trib¬ 
utes poured in Sunday follow¬ 
ing the death of Neil 
Armstrong, the humble US as¬ 
tronaut whose "small step" on 
the moon eaptivated the world 
and eame to embody the won¬ 
der of spaee exploration. 

Armstrong, who died Satur¬ 
day at the age of 82 from eom- 
plieations following heart 
surgery earlier this month, in¬ 
spired generations to reaeh for 
the stars and etehed his name 
next to one of the great mile¬ 
stones of human diseovery. 

The grainy blaek-and-white 
broadeast of Armstrong’s 
moon walk on July 20, 1969 
was seen by some 500 million 
people, his words eapturing 
the promise of the still-young 
spaee age and briefly uniting a 
planet split by the Cold War. 

"That’s one small step for 


man, one giant leap for 
mankind," the earthbound 
heard Armstrong say, though 
he later elaimed that an "a" be¬ 
fore the word "man" had been 
lost in transmission. 

US President Baraek 
Obama, who was just two 
weeks short of his eighth 
birthday when the historie 
mission sueeeeded, said Arm¬ 
strong had "delivered a mo¬ 
ment of human aehievement 
that will never be forgotten." 

Praising Armstrong as a 
"reluetant Ameriean hero," his 
family expressed hope his 
legaey would eneourage 
young people to "work hard to 
make their dreams eome true, 
to be willing to explore and 
push the limits and to self¬ 
lessly serve a eause greater 
than themselves." 

The lunar pioneer was dee- 


Born in Wapakoneta, Ohio 
on August 5, 1930, Armstrong 
had an early faseination with 
aireraft and worked at a nearby 
airport when he was a 
teenager. He reeeived his 
pilot’s lieense on his 16th 
birthday. 

A US Navy aviator, he flew 
78 missions in the Korean 
War. 

Armstrong joined NASA’s 
predeeessor ageney, the Na¬ 
tional Advisory Committee for 
Aeronauties, in 1955. 

As a researeh pilot at 
NASA’s Flight Researeh Cen¬ 
ter in Edwards, California, he 
flew on many pioneering high¬ 
speed aireraft, eventually fly¬ 
ing over 200 different models, 
ineluding helieopters, gliders, 
jets and roekets. 

He reaehed astronaut status 
in 1962, and was assigned as 
eommand pilot for the Gemini 
8 mission, during whieh he 
performed the first sueeessful 
doeking of two vehieles in 
spaee. 

After retiring from NASA in 
1971, Armstrong taught aero- 
spaee engineering at the Uni¬ 
versity of Cineinnati for nearly 
a deeade and served on the 
boards of several eompanies, 
ineluding Lear Jet, United Air¬ 
lines and Marathon Oil. 

In announeing his death, 
Armstrong’s family said they 
had a simple request to people 
in memory of Armstrong’s life.

Refinery blast kills 39 in 
Venezuela 


PARAGUANA- An explosion tore through Venezuela's 
biggest refinery on Saturday, kiiiing at ieast 39 peopie, 
wounding dozens and baiting operations at the faciiity in 
the worst accident to hit the OPEC nation's oii industry. 
Venezuelans who live next to the country’s biggest oil re¬ 
finery said they smelled a strong odour of sulfur hours 
before a gas leak ignited the explosion. The Amuay re¬ 
finery was stiii burning on Sunday more than a day after 
the biast, sending up a thick coiumn of biack smoke. 
Amuay is among the worid's iargest refineries and is part 
of the Paraguana Refinery Complex. The cause of the 
disaster is under investigation. Oil Minister Rafael 
Ramirez said the country has enough fuel in storage, "10 
days of inventories," to keep the Venezueian market fuiiy 
suppiied with gasoiine and diesei.

Most French want referendum 
on new EU treaty: survey - Poll 


PARIS (AFP) - A large ma¬ 
jority of French want a refer¬ 
endum over a new EU treaty 
that would introduce a 
"golden rule" making bal¬ 
anced budgets mandatory, ac¬ 
cording to a poll to be 
published Monday. 

President Francois Hol- 
lande has opted for a parlia¬ 
ment vote to adopt the treaty, 
a key element in efforts to 
overcome the eurozone debt 
crisis, which will enter into 
force once 12 of the 17 euro¬ 
zone members have ratified 
it. 

Signed in March, the pact 
requires countries with high 
debt to keep their structural 
deficits below 0.5 percent of 
gross domestic product or 
face stiff penalties. 

But 72 percent of of the 
998 people surveyed by 
polling institute CSA for the 
daily L'Humanite answered 
yes when asked whether they 
would like a national referen¬ 
dum on the treaty. 


Twenty-three percent said 
no, with five percent unde¬ 
cided. 

Respondents from Hol- 
lande's Socialist Party were 
the least likely to favor a ref¬ 
erendum, with 66 percent an¬ 
swering yes, while supporters 
of the Front de Gauche left 
party were the biggest back¬ 
ers at 80 percent. 

Seventy-five percent of 
right-wing supporters an¬ 
swered yes to the referendum 
in the phone survey on Au¬ 
gust 21-22. 

France's Constitutional 
Council ruled this month that 
no change to the country's 
constitution was necessary to 
adopt the EU fiscal pact, al¬ 
lowing Hollande to avoid a 
divisive battle within his So¬ 
cialist party and with its left- 
wing allies over a 
constitutional amendment. 

The amendment would 
have required three-fifths ap¬ 
proval by parliament or a ref¬ 
erendum. 


Apple to unveil mini iPad in 
October: report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Apple will unveil a new, 
smaller version of its wildly 
popular iPad in October after 
the release of the latest ver¬ 
sion of its iPhone next 
month, the All Things 
Digital website re¬ 
ported Sunday. 

"First comes the 
latest iteration of the 
tech giant's hugely 
popular smartphone, 
which will be unveiled 
at an as yet unannounced 
event on September 12," the 
website said. 

"Only after the next-gen¬ 
eration iPhone is out the door 
and on sale will Apple an¬ 
nounce the smaller iPad it's 
been working on," it said. 

"That device, which is ex¬ 


pected to have a display of 
less than eight inches (20 cen¬ 
timeters), will be uncrated at 
a second special event, which 
sources say is currently 
scheduled for October." 

The 10-inch iPad has 
long dominated the 
tablet market, but 
faces a growing chal¬ 
lenge from smaller 
models like Amazon's 
Kindle Fire, the Google 
Nexus 7 and the Samsung 
Galaxy. 

Apple is expected to 
launch the miniature iPad 
later this year, with analysts 
saying it could allow the Cal¬ 
ifornia-based company to 
again best its global rivals de¬ 
spite the death last year of vi¬ 
sionary founder Steve Jobs.

Merkel; 'every day” counts 
for Greece's austerity steps 


BERLIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel on 
Sunday warned that "every 
day" counts in efforts by 
debt-wracked Greece to com¬ 
ply with its commitments and 
safeguard its eurozone mem¬ 
bership. 

"In this context, every day 
counts now to really 
strengthen efforts and apply 
what has been promised," 
Merkel told ARD public tele¬ 
vision when asked about how 
confident she was in Prime 
Minister Antonis Samaras. 

Merkel said that much 
confidence had been lost over 
the past two and a half years 
and reiterated the need to now 
wait for a progress report, due 
next month, by Greece's inter¬ 
national creditors. 

"Like others I have said to 
the Greek prime minister that 
there is still a lot to do," she 
said. 

As part of a 130-billion- 
euro ($161-billion) bailout 
package from the EU and the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), Greece has committed 
to sweeping reforms and 
some 11.5 billion euros of 
cuts in 2013 and 2014. 

A positive report from the 
so-called Troika - the Euro¬ 
pean Commission, IMF and the 
European Central Bank - is es¬ 


sential for Greece to get the 
next 31.5-billion-euro install¬ 
ment of funds to keep it afloat. 

After some members of 
her centre-right coalition 
have spoken publicly of a 
possible Greek exit from the 
eurozone or have appeared 
sceptical over a solution, 
Merkel said that Europe was 
in a "decisive" phase. 

"We are at the moment in 
a very decisive phase in fight¬ 
ing the European debt crisis," 
she said. 

And she cautioned that 
everyone should pay atten¬ 
tion to what they say. 

In Sunday's Bild am Son- 
ntag newspaper, Alexander 
Dobrindt, the secretary general 
of the Christian Social Union 
(CSU), a junior coalition part¬ 
ner, said he saw Greece leav¬ 
ing the euro next year. 



Chinese giant 
Sinopec sees 
net profit fall 

Hong Kong (AFP) - Chinese 
oil giant Sinopec, Asia's 
largest refiner by capacity, an¬ 
nounced on Sunday that first- 
half net profit fell 41 percent 
year-on-year, reports said. 

Net profit for the six 
months ended June 30 was 
24.5 billion yuan (3.85 billion 
US dollars), sharply down 
from 41.17 billion yuan a year 
earlier, Dow Jones Newswires 
and China's state Xinhua news 
agency reported. 

First-half revenue rose 9.3 
percent to 1.348 trillion yuan 
from 1.233 trillion yuan. 

The Hong Kong-listed 
firm attributed the sharp de¬ 
cline in profits to a significant 
rise in crude oil prices and re¬ 
stricted prices of gasoline and 
diesel products, Xinhua said. 

A drop in the prices of 
petrochemical products also 
reduced profits, Xinhua 
quoted the company as say¬ 
ing. 

State-owned PetroChina, 
which is also listed in Hong 
Kong, said Thursday its net 
profit for the first half of this 
year fell 6.0 percent year-on- 
year due in part to a slow¬ 
down in China's economy.

Two Pussy Riot members fled Russia 
to evade arrest: band

MOSCOW (AFP) - Two fe¬ 
male Pussy Riot punk rockers 
who are being hunted by po¬ 
lice for having taken part in a 
protest stunt against President 
Vladimir Putin have fled Rus¬ 
sia in order to evade arrest, the 
group said Sunday. 

”Our two members who are 
wanted by police have man¬ 
aged to leave the Russian ter¬ 
ritory! They are trying to 
recruit foreign feminists to 
prepare new action,” the group 
wrote on its Twitter account, 
without giving details on 
where the women have fled to. 


Five bandmates from Pussy 
Riot on February 21 pulled on 
brightly coloured balaclavas 
and belted out a ”punk prayer” 
in Moscow’s Christ the Sav¬ 
iour Cathedral calling on the 
Virgin Mary to remove Russ¬ 
ian strongman Putin. 

Three members of the 
group — Maria Alyokhina, 
Nadezhda Tolokonnikova and 
Yekaterina Samutsevich — 
were arrested then and on Au¬ 
gust 21 sentenced to two years 
in jail for ’’hooliganism moti¬ 
vated by religious hatred”. 

The other two bandmates 


have remained free. But Russ¬ 
ian police announced three days 
after the court ruling that they 
were seeking to arrest the duo. 

Besides the five women, an 
unknown number of people 
have also participated in the 
action, notably in filming the 
scene in the cathedral. 

The Russian court’s ruling 
has been decried by the West 
which calls it disproportionate 
and excessive. 

International stars includ¬ 
ing Paul McCartney, Madonna 
and Sting have also lent their 
support for the punk rockers. 


Christian giri heid on biasphemy 
cannot read: Vatican 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
French Cardinal Jean-Louis 
Tauran went to the defence of 
the young Pakistani girl ac¬ 
cused of blasphemy, stressing 
that she ’’cannot read or write.” 

Interviewed on Radio Vati¬ 
can, Tauran, who is in charge 
of interfaith dialogue in the 
Vatican, said ’’that before as¬ 


serting a sacred text has been 
the object of scorn, it is worth 
checking the facts.” 

Rimsha, aged 11 to 16 ac¬ 
cording to different reports, is 
accused of burning pages from 
a children’s religious instruc¬ 
tion book inscribed with verses 
from the Koran, Islam’s holy 
book. She was arrested and re¬ 


manded in custody last Thurs¬ 
day. 

But Tauran said that Rimsha 
”is a girl who cannot read or 
write and collects garbage to 
live on and picked up the frag¬ 
ments of the book which was 
in the middle of the rubbish.” 

’’The more serious and tense 
the situation, the more neces¬ 
sary it is to have dialogue,” 
added the cardinal, who was 
the late pope John Paul IPs for¬ 
eign minister. 

The youngster reportedly 
has Down’s Syndrome and her 
arrest has prompted outrage 
from rights groups and con¬ 
cern from Western govern¬ 
ments. 

Under Pakistan’s strict blas¬ 
phemy laws, insulting the 
prophet Mohammed is punish¬ 
able by death and burning a sa¬ 
cred text by life imprisonment. 

Rishma had been due to ap¬ 
pear in court on Saturday but 
police and her lawyer said Fri¬ 
day that the hearing had been 
put back to August 31.

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Paralympics: Israel looks to burnish 
glittering record 



HOLON (AFP) - With a glitter¬ 
ing record of more than 300 
Paralympic medals, 113 of 
them gold, Israel is hoping that 
the upcoming London Games 
will help erase the memory of 
a lacklustre performance in the 
Olympics. 

F orty-y ear-old Reuven 
Magnagey is up every day at 
the crack of dawn to say his 
prayers and eat a light breakfast 
before heading off to the 
nearby Yarkon River to train. 

At the London Games, 
Magnagey will compete in the 
mixed double sculls, in the 
newly-added rowing category 


which was introduced for the 
first time at the 2008 Beijing 
Paralympics. 

For Magnagey, his career 
as a Paralympic athlete began 
several years after he was shot 
during a deadly clash with 
Palestinian militants during 
the second intifada, or upris¬ 
ing (2000-2005). 

’’Ten years ago, I was an 
engineer in industrial manage¬ 
ment, comfortably installed in 
my own office and somewhat 
overweight, when the army 
called me for emergency re¬ 
serve duty,” he says, a wry 
smile on his face. 

”At the time, there was a 
wave of suicide attacks hitting 
cafes, buses and hotels across 
Israel, and I found myself in¬ 
volved in a massive operation 
in Jenin refugee camp,” he said. 

The 10-day operation which 
saw pitched battles between 
troops and militants in the 
northern West Bank city, ended 
with the deaths of 53 Palestini¬ 
ans and 23 Israeli soldiers. 

Although 13 of his col¬ 
leagues died, Magnagey es¬ 


caped with his life, although a 
bullet shattered his ankle. 

After several complex oper¬ 
ations and a long process of re¬ 
habilitation, he managed to pull 
through ~ thanks to his grow¬ 
ing involvement in sports and 
the help of experts and psy¬ 
chologists at Beit HaLochem, a 
national network of rehabilita¬ 
tion centres where the disabled 
can participate in sports. 

With major centres in Tel 
Aviv, Jerusalem and Haifa, Beit 
HaLochem serves tens of thou¬ 
sands of disabled army veter¬ 
ans with a focus on sports as a 
tool for rehabilitation and so¬ 
cial reintegration. 

This year, Magnagey is one 
of 25 Israelis who will repre¬ 
sent the Jewish state in London 
in nine categories including cy¬ 
cling, skiff, wheelchair tennis, 
table tennis, marathon, shoot¬ 
ing, equestrian, sailing and 
swimming. 

He is one of the many Is¬ 
raelis who with courage, en¬ 
durance and determination are 
among the 4,200 athletes tak¬ 
ing part in the Games from 166 
countries.

MADRID(AFP) - Lionel 
Messi struck a late brace to 
give Barcelona a 2-1 win over 
10-man Osasuna on Sunday 
that took them to the top of the 
Spanish Liga table. 


Barca appeared set for their

After the visitors missed a 
hatful of opportunities, the 
game appeared to be going 
against them, until Messi rose 
to the occasion with strikes 
after 75 and 80 minutes. 

Osasuna’s Francisco Punal 
was red-carded by the referee 
for protesting about the Argen¬ 
tine’s first strike, as he felt he 
was offside. 

Victory provisionally took 
Barcelona top of the early-sea- 
son standings, above Rayo 
Vallecano on goal difference. 

Barca now turn their atten¬ 
tion to the second leg of the 
Spanish Super Cup on Thurs¬ 
day, when they face Real 
Madrid at the Bemabeu with a 
3-2 lead. 

Madrid are unbeaten in the 
league in 2012 after a stunning 
march towards last season’s 
league title, but they are 
searching for their first win of 
this campaign as they could 
only draw 1-1 at home to Va¬ 
lencia in their opening game.

The Los Angeles Dodgers ae- 
quired former World Series 
Most Valuable Player Josh 
Beekett and all-star infielder 
Adrian Gonzalez in a nine- 
player deal with the Boston 
Red Sox, the Dodgers said. 

The Dodgers not only get 
three-time All-Star pitehing 
aee Beekett and three-time 
Gold Glove first baseman 
Gonzalez but they also reeeive 
outfielder Carl Crawford, in¬ 
fielder Niek Punto and eash in 
the bloekbuster deal. 

"We eontinue to do every¬ 
thing in our power to 
strengthen our team for the 
streteh drive in an effort to 
reaeh the post-season," said 
Dodgers general manager Ned 
Colletti of the trade whieh is 
one of the largest in the history 
of Major League Baseball in 
terms of money. 

"This trade today exempli¬ 
fies ownership’s eommitment 
to making the team as good as

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possible not only for 2012 but 
for many seasons to eome." 

The Red Sox will piek up 
first baseman James Loney 
and two prospeets, piteher 
Allen Webster and infielder 
Ivan De Jesus. They will also 
get two players to be named 
later. 

The Dodgers are battling 
San Franeiseo for first plaee in 
their division while the Red 
Sox, who have one of the 
highest payrolls in Major 
League Baseball, are in fourth 
plaee in their division. 

"We are absolutely eommit- 
ted to building the best team in 
2013 and beyond, and we will 
do that in the most diseiplined 
way possible," said Ben Cher- 
ington, general manager of the 
Red Sox. "We have a eore of 
players here, still, that will be 
a part of our next great team."

The 32-year-old Beekett 
was named most valuable 
player of the 2003 World Se¬ 
ries while he was with the 
Florida Marlins. He left the 
Marlins, who made him their 
seeond overall piek in 1999, to 
join Boston in 2006 and 
helped the Red Sox eapture 
the World Series title a year 
later. 

But Beekett has struggled 
this season and has just five 
wins and 11 losses in 21 starts. 
He has $31.5 left on his eon- 
traet through the end of the 
2014 season. 

Gonzalez, who is set to earn 
$133 million over the next six 
years of his eontraet, is having 
a banner year and leads 
Boston with 11 game-winning 
RBI. He has 15 home runs and 
86 RBI and is batting .300 in 
123 eontests. 

The 30-year-old leads all 
MLB players with a .398 bat¬ 
ting average with runners in 
seoring position. 

Former Dodger Loney was a 
first-round piek by Los Ange¬ 
les 10 years ago. He is hitting 
.254 with four homers and 33 
RBI in 114 games this season. 

The 22-year-old right 
handed piteher Webster is eon- 
sidered one of the top prospeets 
in the Dodgers’ system. 



BRNO (AFP) - Spain's Honda rider Dani Pedrosa won the 
Czech MotoGP here on Sunday, beating world champi¬ 
onship leader Jorge Lorenzo in a nerve-wracking final 
lap. Pedrosa, who finished the 22 laps on the 5.4-kilome- 
tre (3.4-mile) circuit in 42 minutes 51.570 seconds, has 
narrowed the gap on Lorenzo in the overall standings to 
only 13 points with six races to go this season. Britain's 
Cal Crutchlow on a Yamaha came in third for the first 
podium finish of his MotoGP career, ahead of Italian 
teammate Andrea Dovizioso. Last year's winner Casey 
Stoner was absent with a fractured ankle.
